Berlin, May 23—(AP)Rail- 
woy police from the Soviet sec- 
tor opened fire tonight on 3,- 
000 striking railway workers 
attempting to storm an elevat- 
ed station in West Berlin anc 
at least one person was killed. 


West Berlin police announ- 
ced the one death and said 
other persons may have been 
injured by the shots. The clash 
occurred at the station's main 
gate, across the street from the 
zoo, in the British sector. 


Eastern police evacuated the Zoo 
station on the demand of t he British 
authorities, and the western police 
took over the building. 


The clash occurred after the west 
e m military commanders in Berlin 
had refused to aid the strikers by 
permanently expelling Russian sec- 
tor police from 
elevated 
railway 
property in west Berlin lor the our 
ation of the walkout. 


The strike was started early Sat 
urday to enforce a demand by west- 
ern sector employes that the Soviet- 
controlled management 
pay 
their 
wages in west marks instead of the 
less valuable east marks. The Rus- 
sians operate the elevated railroad 
in all sectors of the city, under fcur- 
power agreement. 


The American. British and French 
military commanders authorized in- 
tervention by western police only to 
quell revivals of violence at individ- 
ual stations. In the evert of such 
outbreaks, order is to be restored 
and the property then turned back 
to Russian-directed police. 


The Zoo station, which has been 
held by eastern police since 
the 
strike started, was the scene of an 
outbreak last night. 


A western allied source said the 
military commanders turned dowc 
intervention pleas from the west- 
ern Berlin government 
and 
the 
strikers for two reasons: 


1. Seizure of stations in the west- 
ern sectors of the city would break 
a 1945 four-power agreement which 
gave the Russians control cf the 
city'» railway system. The manage- 
ment cf the system is Soviet-ap- 
pointed. 


2. 
Following a 'general seizure 
western Berlin police might become 
directly responsible for protecting 
any restored railway traffic before 
the end of the strike. 
This could 
amount to a form of strike break- 
ing. 


The strike has been in progress 
three days. 


Basic point at issue concerns ths 
type of currency used to pay wages 
of railway 
workers. The 
strikers 
want to be naid in west marks which 
are about four times as valuable as 
the Soviet-backed east marks they 
have been receiving. The east mark 
Is net legal tender in western Ber- 
lin, and the Russians do not recog- 
nize the west mark. 


There are 111 elevated railway 
stations in Berlin, of which two- 
thirds arc in the western sectors.

U.S. Drops Perjury 
Charges Against 
Bennett E. Meyers 


Washington, 
May 
33—(/P)—The 
government today dropped perjury 
charges pending against former MaJ. 
Gen. Bennett E. Meyers, wartime 
Air Force purchasing officer, now 
serving 15 months to five years for 
inducing another man to commit 
perjury. 


Meyers, who becomes eligible for 
parole from his present term Sept. 
15, also faces federal charges of in- 
come tax evasion. 


The perjury charges were dis- 
missed in district court. They grew 
out of the same case on which he is 
serving his sentence—testimony be- 
fore the Senate War Investigating 
Committee concerning a war plant 
in Ohio. 


Bleriot H. Lamarre testified that 
Meyers was the secret owner of the 
plant and had set him up as its 
dummy president, then induced him 
to give false testimony about the 
ownership. 


Lamarre pleaded guilty to jer- 
jury but was placed in two years' 
probation.

Living Cost Goes 
Up Slightly In 
Month Of April 


Washington, May 23 —(JP)— The 
cost of living inched up again dur- 
ing the 30 days ended in mid-April. 


The Bureau of Labor Statistics an- 
nounced the April 15 index today. 
It stood at 169.7 per cent of the 
average for the years 1935 to 1S39. 
That represented an increase of one- 
tenth of one per cent from March 
15. 


This was the second monthly ad- 
vance, after a five-mcnth decliné. 
In the 30 days preceding March 15, 
the index had risen 0.3 per cent. 


On April 15 the Index stood at 
almost the same level as it did a 
year earlier. But it was 27.3 per cent 
above June, 1946, when most price 
controls were abolished. The next 
index was 72.1 per cent above Aug- 
ust, 1939. 


The latest Increase was not enough 
to block a one-cent-an-hour reduc- 
tion in the wage rates of General 
Motors Corporation workers under 
their unusual contract tied to the 
cost of living index. 


The contract has been In effect 
for a year, and the increa.se the 
workers obtained under it has now 
been wiped out again. 


Senate Committee 
Approves 2 Cent 
ïas Tax Increase 


Springfield, HI., May 23—(JP)—A 
proposed two-cent increase in the 
state gasoline tax won approval to- 
night of the Illinois senate highway 
and traffic regulations committee. 


Committee , members voted 7 to 6 
in recommending passage of the bill, 
which now goes to the fenate floor 
for action. 


They 
also approved two other 
measures calling for higher passen- 
ger car and truck license fees. 


The three bills are designed to 
bring in an additional $44,000,000 a 
year to help rebuild the state's road 
system. Present revenue from these 
sources 
total 
around 
$100,000,000 
annually. 


The major proposal is the one 
boosting the gasoline tax from three 
to five cents. It would add $34,000,- 
000 a year for highway purposes.

Nineteen 
Democrats opposed it. 


It is rarely that the Appropriations 
Committee overrides one of its own

testimony. 


Thomas told reporters he believes 
the reduction he proposed is just- 
ified in view of current price de- 
clines. Economyites have argued that 
because of iower prices the same 
amount of aid to Europe can be 
given for less money. 


The committee action follows a 
series of sharp rebuffs for fund cut- 
ting attempts in the Senate

At times the Nationalist planes 
and artillery seemed to be covering 
withdrawals. At other times they 
seemed to be supporting an attack. 
By late afternoon the ccnter of 
fighting, marked by shellbursts and 
new fires, seemed to be a half-nlile 
farther east, indicating Nationalist 
progress.

Republicans 
did lead the effort to cut at least 5 per cent frvom depart- 
ment and agency funds in appropriating for the coming 
fiscal year. But the effort picked up soma Democratic sup- 
port from outside the South. 


It didn't pick up enough, hewftver. The economy 
moves were beaten down. Unless the House persuades the 
Senate to change its fhind in conference on the appropri- 
ation bills, the chances for less government spending don't 
look good. 


It is no secret that federal revenues and expenses have 
come to a point of imbalance where the government is go- 
ing to have to do one of three things: cut spending, raise 
taxes, or go back to deficit financing. 


Senator Douglas and a lot of other sensible people 
feel that now, when prices are going down and the threat 
of inflation is only theoretical, there is no point in lowering 
the standard of living by taking more money out of the 
taxpayer's pocket. 


No sensible person can want deficit spending. We 
have a national debt now which is so big that the interest 
on it is almost one and a half times the amount it took to 
run the whole government 20 years ago. 


So there isn't much left to do except cut some good- 
sized corners. The most promising tools for that job are at 
hand in the Hoover Commission's report. But the savings 
from the Hoover recommendations would not come over 
night. Worse than that, they may not come at all. For there 
is now a bill in the Senate that would give either branch 
of Congress a veto over the President's 
reorganization 
power. This bill, if passed, would probably hamstring and 
eventually strangle the whole Hoover program. 


Whether or not that program lives or dies, the need 
for budget balancing is immediate. But at the moment it 
looks as if we shall see our per capita incomes lowered or 
our per capita public debt raised in order to keep our 
growing bureaucracy in a state of plump and robust 
health.
